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QOME  writer  has  said  "  happy  is  the  Nation  that  has  no  his- 
^  tory,"  and  the  saying  is  true  of  hospital  life  and  work  ;  it 
is  happiest  when  free  from  special  anxieties  and  perplexities. 
At  the  time  of  the  Annual  Meeting  last  year  one  of  the  pupil 
nurses  was  extremely  ill  with  pneumonia.  She  lingered  several 
weeks,  but  finally  died,  the  fourth  death  that  has  occurred  in  the 
Home  in  twenty-three  years.  This  nurse  would  have  been  a 
member  of  the  graduating  class.  In  this  connection,  the  Mana- 
gers wish  to  lay  great  stress  on  the  fact  that  no  one  who  has  had 
pneumonia,  or  who  has  any  tendency  to  throat  or  lung  troubles, 
should  try  to  qualify  herself  for  nursing  in  the  wards  of  Bellevue 
Hospital. 

Besides  this  illness,  two  nurses  contracted  scarlet  fever,  and 
five  measles,  and  in  the  early  Autumn,  one  nurse  developed 
appendicitis  ;  but  all  these  recovered. 

Thirty-nine  Probationers  were  received  during  the  past  year  ; 
nine  proved  unsatisfactory,  and  one  broke  her  agreement  and 
left  after  she  had  been  in  the  school  four  months.  It  is  greatly 
to  the  credit  of  the  honor  existing  among  our  nurses,  that  this 
is  the  first  time  such  a  breech  of  promise  has  occurred  since 
the  nurses  have  signed  an  agreement  to  remain  in  the  school  for 
two  years'  service. 

For  the  last  two  years  we  have  tried  to  give  each  pupil  at  least 
two  weeks'  vacation  during  the  very  hot  weather.  This  is  only 
possible  when  the  Sturges  Pavilion  is  closed  for  cleaning  and 
repairs,  and  the  surgical  service  all  over  the  Hospital  is  neces- 
sarily light.  The  Managers  feel  such  a  rest  very  important  in 
order  to  keep  the  nurses  in  good  health. 

At  the  request  of  the  Medical  Board,  the  Commissioners  asked 
the  Board  of  Apportionment  to  allow  for  the  coming  year  pay- 
ment to  the  school  for  ten  extra  nurses,  in  order  to  place  the 
Alcholic  Ward  in  charge  of  the  Training  School,  and  to  provide 
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for  Emergencies.  The  Managers  understand  that  an  appropria- 
tion has  been  made  for  that  purpose. 

During  the  twenty-three  years  of  the  school's  existence,  496 
nurses  have  graduated.  Of  these  67  hold  hospital  positions  ;  9 
are  district  nurses  among  the  poor  ;  93  have  married,  and  26 
have  died.  The  number  of  applicants  for  1895  were  1700. 
This  is  not  counting  the  many  who  apply  personally,  and  are 
utterly  unfit  for  the  profession.  Calls  for  private  nurses  during 
the  year,  697  ;  for  hospital  positions,  18,  of  which  the  school 
filled  14.  Six  graduates  have  married  during  the  past  year,  and 
one  died. 

The  course  of  instruction  consists  of  classes  once  a  week  by 
the  Superintendent  and  her  assistant  on  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Materia  Medica,  Symptoms  of  Disease,  and  Obstetrics,  nursing 
from  text-books,  and  practical  instruction  in  the  wards. 
Lectures  during  the  year  have  been  given  by  : 

Dr.  Herman  Biggs  on  Hygiene  and  Physiology. 
Dr.  Robert  Carlisle,  Diseases  and  Symptoms. 
Dr.  Jasper  Garmony,  Anatomy  and  Surgery. 
Dr.  Robert  Wylie,  on  Obstetrics. 
Mrs.  Chaffey,  Massage  and  Electricity. 
Also  lessons  once  a  week  from  October  to  May  in  cooking  for 
the  sick. 

Again  this  year  several  of  the  older  graduates  re-entered  the 
school  for  a  few  weeks  to  learn  the  recent  improvements  in 
surgery  and  medicine. 

There  has  been  so  little  serious  illness  among  the  graduates 
during  the  past  year,  that  the  Lazarus  Pavilion  has  only  been 
occupied  a  short  time,  but  that  and  the  Mary  de  Witt  Cuyler 
fund  are  considered  a  strong  tower  of  refuge  for  Emergencies 
which  may  occur  at  any  moment. 

Owing  to  Mr.  Northcote's  liberality,  the  Edith  Home  was  again 
opened  July  1st,  and  46  nurses  spent  their  vacations  most  happily 
under  Miss  Newlin's  kind  and  efficient  management. 

The  Managers  wish  to  acknowledge  their  indebtedness  to  Mr. 
O'Rourke  the  Warden,  for  his  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy. 
The  Commissioners  of  Charity,  the  Medical  Board  and  the 
House  Staff  have  in  every  way  facilitated  the  work  of  the  school, 
for  which  the  Managers  desire  to  return  heartfelt  thanks. 


ADDRESS  TO  THE  GRADUATING  CLASS. 


BY  DR.   E.   G.  JANEWAY. 


LADIES  of  the  Graduating  Class  :  I  have  been  asked  to  say- 
to  you  this  evening  such  words  as  may  seem  best  at  this 
important  epoch  in  your  lives,  when,  having  finished  the  allotted 
time  of  study  of  the  profession  chosen  by  you  for  a  life  work, 
unless  interruped  by  sickness,  or  some  as  yet  unforeseen  and  pos- 
sibly more  important  duty,  you  are  about  to  enter  upon  the  actual 
discharge  of  those  offices  for  which  the  time  spent  here  has  been 
the  preparation.  A  glance  at  the  past  will  show  you  that  your 
predecessors  each  year  have  been  well  instructed  by  some  physi- 
cian chosen  by  the  Managers  of  the  school  in  the  duties,  the 
dangers,  and  the  method  to  secure  success  in  your  future  life. 
Should  you  read  each  of  these  addresses,  I  trust  that  you  would 
be  able  to  recognize  each  pitfall,  be  aware  of  the  right  attitude  to 
assume  in  each  house  by  a  study  of  the  characteristics  of  the 
inmates,  and  know  the  proper  demeanor  with  which  you  should 
bear  yourself  before  the  physician  of  the  patient  you  are  to  nurse. 
I  am  going  to  propose  that  the  addresses  of  my  predecessors  be 
printed  together  in  a  volume  which  shall  on  graduation  be  pre- 
sented by  the  school  to  each  of  its  graduates.  Thus  you  will 
have  a  guide-book  somewhat  like  a  Baedeker  to  a  traveller  in 
foreign  parts,  and  I  shall  be  relieved  from  conscientious  pangs 
should  I  forget  to  warn  you  of  all  the  dangers,  follies,  and  mis- 
takes to  which  you  are  liable.  Many  a  time  I  have  had  brought 
back  to  my  memory  the  last  occasion  when  I  gave  an  address  to 
the  graduating  class  of  a  sister  training  school.  Serious  advice 
had  been  given  with  proper  emphasis  and  dignity,  appropriate 
mention  had  been  made  of  the  necessity  that  the  nurse  should 
not  allow  her  features  to  betray  her  thoughts,  and  all  seemed 
calculated  to  produce  the  proper  effect  had  not  the  Managers 
selected  Judge  Brady  to  make  the  closing  instead  of  the  opening 
remarks. 
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It  grieves  me  to  say  that  the  Judge  had  undoubtedly  been 
disinclined  to  work  up  his  address  at  home,  but  had  put  it  off 
relying  on  the  spur  of  the  moment,  forcing  some  remark  from  his 
predecessor  into  line  for  his  amusement.  He  took  up  the  one 
about  the  avoidance  of  allowing  the  features  to  express  the 
thought  of  the  mind  and  turned  this  with  a  story  against  the 
Doctor.  He  stated  that  being  on  Long  Island,  he  had  gone  to 
look  for  a  physician,  but  not  finding  him  at  the  house  had  been 
directed  to  the  stable,  and  there  found  him  with  a  wry  face, 
twisting  and  turning,  and  hand  on  the  stomach  looking  the  pic- 
ture of  depair  ;  asked  as  to  the  cause  of  his  troubles,  the  reply 
was  that  he  had  taken  a  dose  of  his  own  medicine.  As  I  have 
read  a  number  of  these  addresses  which  have  been  delivered  to 
the  preceding  classes,  I  have  thought  of  that  story  and  wondered 
what  a  nurse's  reminiscences  if  published  might  perhaps  teach 
physicans  of  their  shortcomings,  lack  of  thoughtfulness,  and  of 
proper  appreciation  of  the  work  done,  of  careful  oversight  that 
sufficient  rest  was  allowed,  proper  exercise  taken,  and  satisfactory 
dietary  maintained.  The  speaker  is  not  one  of  those  who  believes 
that  it  is  a  trained  nurse's  absolute  duty  to  go  to  each  contagious 
case  which  offers,  providing  that  she  has  never  had  the  disease. 
On  the  contrary,  he  maintains  that  a  physician  is  morally  bound 
to  see  that  such  nurse  shall  if  possible  be  provided,  as  shall  be 
exempt  by  previous  attack  from  the  disease,  and  this  for  sanitary 
as  well  as  for  other  reasons.  He  would  never  have  a  nurse 
shrink  an  exposure  in  the  line  of  duty  ;  but  needless  risk  is  un- 
necessary, and  if  the  nurse  should  be  stricken  in  the  house  of  the 
patient  a  complication  is  brought  about,  which  may  imperil  life, 
besides  being  the  source  of  worry  and  trouble  which  might  by 
reasonable  foresight  have  been  avoided.  That  another  view  is 
held  by  some  of  my  medical  friends,  I  am  aware  ;  yet  to-night 
the  speaker  is  in  the  position  of  the  man  who  denned  orthodox 
and  heterodox.  Those  were  orthodox  who  thought  as  he  did, 
while  the  rest  were  heterodox.  Too  many  gravestones  in  all 
lands  mark  the  places  where  rest  the  remains  of  those  nurses 
who  have  fallen  while  at  the  post  of  duty,  as  hour  after  hour, 
and  day  after  day,  of  exposure  to  pestilential  emantations  had  so 
weakened  their  powers  of  resistance  and  capacity  for  recovery, 
that  when  themselves  stricken  they  succumbed,  for  me  to  fear 
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that  if  necessary  you  would  shun  what  was  your  plain  duty. 
"  Haec  mea  ornamenta  sunt  "  is  engraven  on  a  tablet  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  beneath  which  are  recorded  the 
names  of  those  of  its  graduates  who  had  fallen  victims  to  that 
dread  enemy,  typhus  fever,  while  internes  in  Bellevue  Hospital  ; 
and  a  somewhat  similar  tablet,  as  you  well  know,  stands  upon 
the  wall  of  the  Board  room  of  Bellevue  Hospital.  Nurses  are 
more  liable  to  contract  disease  than  physicians,  in  consequence 
of  far  more  prolonged  exposure  ;  and  in  yonder  hospital  many  a 
nurse  succumbed  for  whom  no  tablet  has  ever  been  reared. 
The  medical  profession  were  long  in  learning  that  when  it  was 
possible  the  proper  course  to  pursue  with  this  disease  was  to 
place  the  patients  in  large  well  ventilated  wards,  or  in  tents  with 
one  or  more  physicians  in  charge  who  had  had  the  disease,  and 
to  employ  only  such  nurses  as  had  also  secured  exemption  by  a 
previous  attack. 

The  day  will  come  when  it  will  be  possible  to  produce  mi- 
tigated attacks  of  the  different  contagious  diseases,  or  to  have  a 
protective  vaccination-like  process,  or  when  immunization  shall 
be  a  feasible  procedure.  For  the  sake  of  the  nurse  and  of  the 
physician,  we  trust  it  may  soon  come. 

But  some  amongst  you  may  exclaim  that  the  book  of  graduation 
addresses  has  not  yet  been  published,  and  that  you  have  no  such 
guide  as  has  been  pointed  out,  and  want  the  views  of  the  speaker 
as  to  the  dangers,  and  the  proper  method  of  success. 

There  is  a  vast  difference  between  hospital  nursing  and  that  in 
private  practice,  but  it  must  be  confessed  that  on  many  an  occa- 
sion a  nurse  who  had  but  recently  graduated  has  received  more 
commendation  by  sensible  people  than  has  been  the  case  with  a 
nurse  of  more  years.  Usually  the  comparison  has  been  that  the 
recent  graduate  has  not  wanted  so  much  waiting  on,  and  was 
more  helpful.  There  exists  in  fact  no  position  which  demands 
of  its  occupants  more  common-sense  for  application  to  the  differ- 
ent surroundings  in  which  she  may  be  placed  than  that  of  a 
trained  nurse.  Now  she  may  be  employed  in  the  home  of  the 
wealthy  where  there  is  every  luxury,  and  servants  to  meet  each 
want  as  soon  as  experienced  ;  and  again  the  service  may  be 
rendered  in  the  house  of  refined  people,  of  limited  means,  to 
whom  the  burden  of  sickness  with  the  expense  of  medical  services, 
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of  trained  nurses,  and  of  drugs  may  cause  much  anxious  thought 
as  to  the  future  in  addition  to  the  anxiety  attendant  on  the  seri- 
ous illness  of  a  loved  one  ;  or  still  again,  it  may  be  where  refine- 
ment is  lacking,  courtesy  scant,  knowledge  little,  judgment  wanting, 
and  purse-strings  held  by  grim  want,  or  by  that  worse  spectre 
inordinate  love  of  money,  not  for  what  it  will  do  or  gain,  but  for 
itself.  So,  too,  she  must  with  judgment  parry  the  foolish  ques- 
tionings of  anxious  relatives  who  would  at  times  know  what  each 
particular  groan  indicates,  or  whether  this  or  that  sign  is  of  good 
or  bad  omen  ;  and  it  may  be  she  shall  be  asked  in  the  hearing 
of  the  patient,  whether  nurse  does  not  think  such  a  sign  is  pre- 
monitory of  a  fatal  issue.  The  physician  comes  and  is  soon  off, 
and  he  can  if  possessed  of  average  tact  sooner  dismiss  and  be 
done  with  the  disagreeable  and  foolish  questionings,  but  the 
nurse  is  always  there  and  the  hand  on  the  pump  is  not  so  readily 
removed. 

Personally,  allusion  has  been  made  to  the  necessity  of  not 
allowing  the  features  to  express  what  the  mind  perceives  as 
regards  the  patient's  condition,  when  that  is  Bad.  So,  too,  it  is 
wiser  not  to  say  much  before  the  patient  about  temperature  or 
pulse,  because  if  in  what  may  be  a  serious  illness,  they  are  favor- 
able to-day,  a  few  days  hence  they  may  be  so  unfavorable  that 
deception  will  become  necessary.  Some  argue  that  the  truth 
should  always  be  spoken,  and  that  deception  is  wrong.  But  we 
may  well  ask  what  is  truth  ?  Some  patients  if  told  that  they  had 
1060  temperature  would  suppose  dissolution  close  at  hand,  and 
as  a  dissertation  on  temperature  is  not  possible  to  a  very  sick 
patient,  it  would  be  wiser  if  asked  under  such  circumstances  to 
reply,  "  Oh  !  all  right  "  ;  or  to  make  some  other  tactful  yet  dis- 
arming remark.  Neither  is  it  wise  for  a  nurse  to  discourse  much 
on  sickness,  and  more  particularly  on  that  sickness  with  which 
the  patient  is  afflicted  ;  nor  to  speak  of  fatal  cases  previously 
nursed  ;  for  people  when  ill  not  infrequently  have  strange  fancies 
and  the  mind  is  perhaps  easily  led  into  a  bad  groove. 

As  regards  dress,  I  feel  sure  that  no  nurse  who  receives  the 
diploma  this  evening  would  be  so  unwise  as  to  wear  other  than 
an  appropriate  dress  when  on  duty  in  the  sick  room. 

After  all  the  faults  which  are  likely  to  prove  harmful  may  be 
avoided  should  the  nurse  realize  and  have  her  mind  set  on  the 
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one  aim,  to  have  her  nursing  as  perfect  as  possible,  and  conduce 
in  as  great  a  degree  as  practicable  to  the  recovery.  The  speaker 
always  recalls  a  nurse  who  could  not  have  weighed  more  than 
130  pounds  having  for  a  patient  a  man  with  fever  weighing  175 
who  when  he  said  that  the  patient  seemed  too  heavy  for  her  to 
manage,  exclaimed,  "  Not  in  the  least,"  as  all  the  time  she  has 
been  in  the  Training  School  it  had  been  her  habit  to  practise 
lifting  weights  until  she  was  able  to  master  150  pounds  dead 
weight.    That  is  an  illustration  of  one  form  of  a  nurse's  ambition. 

Now  let  us  leave  this  disagreeable  side,  upon  which  we  with 
the  rest  have  harped,  and  consider  for  the  moment  some  methods 
by  which  the  nurse  can  make  herself  appreciated.  Let  us  first 
take  up  the  reports  which  she  presents  to  the  physician  on  the 
occasion  of  his  visit.  Let  these  be  in  a  form  to  be  readily 
grasped  and  not  simple  loose  memoranda.  If  each  of  you  will 
have  a  tabulated  statement  at  the  end  of  your  report  which  shall 
comprise  a  summary  of  the  events  of  the  day,  it  will  aid  much. 
This  record  should  comprise  different  events  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  illness.  For  instance  let  us  suppose  we  have  to  do 
with  a  case  of  fever.  It  would  read  :  highest  fever  blank  at  such 
an  hour  ;  lowest  at  such  an  hour  ;  average  ;  most  frequent  pulse  ; 
slowest  pulse  ;  average  pulse, — giving  hour  for  each.  The  same 
for  the  respiration  :  sleep  so  many  hours  ;  character  ;  amount  of 
food  of  different  kinds,  giving  quantity  of  each  ;  amount  and 
character  of  excretions.  Then  let  there  be  a  short  statement 
of  any  particular  event  as  delirium,  or  cough,  etc.  A  busy 
physician  while  he  will  of  necessity  go  over  the  records  will  be 
much  obliged  for  the  aid  to  be  derived  from  a  short,  truthful 
sketch  of  the  day,  and  as  the  days  go  by  and  he  can  refer  to 
these,  will  be  helped  by  them.  So  let  me  advise  you  to  practise 
to  make  yours  as  complete  as  possible  ;  moreover  you  will  find  it 
helpful  to  yourselves.  Again,  do  not  be  afraid  to  ask  a  physician 
what  he  intends  in  case  he  should  tell  you  to  do  something  about 
which  a  doubt  might  arise  in  your  mind  as  to  his  intentions. 
Suppose  that  you  were  told  to  give  a  cold  plunge  bath  ;  you  would 
need  to  know  what  his  idea  of  this  was,  and  what  temperature 
he  had  in  mind,  and  of  what  duration  it  should  be. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  two  years  seem  short  in  retrospect 
that  you  have  spent  in  Bellevue  Hospital,  that  old  building  which 
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at  one  time  was  supposed  to  be  so  germ-laden  that  it  would  be 
necessary  to  demolish  it  and  to  raze  the  ground  on  which  it  had 
stood  before  erecting  another  structure.  Results,  however,  have 
been  achieved  there  as  an  outcome  of  a  more  thorough  compre- 
hension of  sepsis,  asepsis,  and  antisepsis,  than  was  supposed 
possible  by  some  twenty  years  ago.  Moreover  your  Board  of 
Directors,  your  predecessors,  and  yourselves  by  bringing  intelli- 
gent trained  nurses  into  the  conflict  have  aided  in  the  production 
of  these  more  favorable  results. 

When  the  city  is  rich  enough  we  may  witness  a  gradual  recon- 
struction of  the  old  pile,  which  must  continue  in  operation  whilst 
the  new  is  being  evolved.  This  would  not  stagger  our  modern 
architects  and  engineers,  who  will  erect  buildings  outside  our 
old  one,  or  elevate  a  railroad  whilst  in  active  operation. 

So,  too,  I  take  it  that  you  leave  the  Training  School  with 
regret,  and  would  and  will  be  glad  to  do  what  you  can  for  its 
future  success.  As  a  witness  of  the  struggle  which  attended  its 
inception  owing  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  wisdom  of  the  move- 
ment entertained  by  some  of  the  older  and  more  conservative 
members  of  the  Medical  Board  of  Bellevue  Hospital  of  that  day, 
I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  they  would,  were  they  living,  as 
I  do  to-night,  affirm  that  the  institution  itself  and  its  offspring 
in  this  and  other  cities  have  been  of  the  greatest  assistance  in  the 
intelligent  practice  of  medicine.  Moreover  I  believe  that  with 
the  growth  of  this  noble  work  there  must  be  wants  that  can  be 
filled  by  a  full  exchequer,  and  you  and  I  would  like  to  draw  the 
attention  of  those  able  to  aid  this  noble  charity,  or  rather  I  should 
say  work,  to  the  opportunity  offered  them.

REGULATIONS  FOR  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR 
NURSES. 


HE  Committee  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  made 


*  arrangements  with  the  authorities  of  Bellevue  Hospital  for 
giving  two  years'  training  to  women  desirous  of  becoming  pro- 
fessional nurses. 

Those  wishing  to  obtain  this  course  of  instruction  must  them- 
selves apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School,  426 
East  26th  Street,  New  York,  either  in  person  or  by  letter,  upon 
whose  approval  they  will  be  received  into  the  school  for  two 
months  on  probation.  The  preferable  age  for  candidates  is  from 
twenty-five  to  thirty-two  years.  The  applicant  should  send,  with 
answers  to  the  paper  of  questions,  a  letter  from  a  clergyman  tes- 
tifying to  her  good  moral  character,  and  from  a  physician  stating 
that  she  is  in  sound  health.  Applicants  are  received  at  any  time 
during  the  year  when  there  is  a  vacancy.  A  good  education  is 
indispensable  for  a  member  of  the  school,  but  applicants  are  re- 
minded that  women  of  superior  education  and  cultivation,  when 
equally  qualified  as  nurses,  will  be  preferred  to  those  who  do  not 
possess  these  advantages. 

The  Superintendent  has  full  power  to  decide  as  to  their  fitness 
for  the  work,  and  the  propriety  of  retaining  or  dismissing  them. 
She  can  also,  with  the  approval  of  the  Committee,  discharge  them 
at  any  time  in  case  of  misconduct  or  inefficiency.  During  the 
months  of  probation  the  pupils  are  boarded  and  lodged  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  school,  but  receive  no  other  compensation.  They 
are  not  expected  to  wear  the  uniform  of  the  school,  but  must 
come  provided  with  dresses  of  washing  material,  for  use  in  the 
Hospital.    All  clothing  must  be  plainly  marked. 

After  the  trial  months  those  who  prove  satisfactory  will  be  ac- 
cepted as  pupil  nurses,  after  signing  an  agreement  to  remain  two 
years  in  the  Training  School  for  Nurses,  and  to  obey  the  rules  of 
the  school  and  Hospital. 
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If  a  nurse,  for  reasons  of  her  own,  leaves  the  school  before  the 
two  years  have  expired,  she  is  expected  to  refund  to  the  school 
the  money  she  has  cost  it. 

They  will  reside  in  the  Home,  and  serve  for  the  first  year  as 
assistants  in  the  wards  of  Bellevue  Hospital  ;  the  second  year  they 
will  be  expected  to  perform  any  duty  assigned  them  by  the  Super- 
intendent, either  to  act  as  nurses  in  the  Hospital,  or  to  be  sent  to 
private  cases  among  the  rich  or  poor. 

The  pay  for  the  first  year  is  $7.00  a  month,  for  the  second  year, 
$12.00  a  month.  This  sum  is  allowed  for  the  dress,  text-books, 
and  other  expenses  of  the  nurse,  in  connection  with  her  work,  and 
in  no  wise  intended  as  wages,  it  being  considered  that  the  educa- 
tion given  is  a  full  equivalent  for  their  services.  They  are  re- 
quired, after  the  months  of  probation,  when  on  duty,  to  wear  the 
dress  prescribed  by  the  Institution,  which  is  of  blue  and  white 
seersucker,  simply  made,  white  apron  and  cap,  linen  collar  and 
cuffs. 

The  day  nurses  are  on  duty  from  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m.,  with  an  hour 
off  for  dinner  and  additional  time  for  exercise  and  rest.  They 
are  also  often  given  an  afternoon  during  the  week,  and  have  half 
of  Sunday.    A  vacation  is  allowed. 

As  the  Institution  is  unsectarian,  there  are  no  religious  services 
connected  with  it,  except  evening  prayers,  and  all  nurses  are  ex- 
pected to  attend  the  place  of  worship  they  prefer  once  on  Sunday. 


COURSE  OF  TRAINING. 
The  instruction  includes  : 

1.  The  dressing  of  blisters,  burns,  sores,  and  wounds  ;  the  ap- 
plication of  fomentations,  poultices,  cups,  and  leeches. 

2.  The  administration  of  enemas,  and  use  of  catheter. 

3.  The  management  of  appliances  for  uterine  complaints. 

3.  The  best  method  of  friction  to  the  body  and  extremities. 

5.  The  management  of  helpless  patients  ;  making  beds  ;  mov- 
ing, changing,  giving  bath  in  bed  ;  and  preventing  and  dressing 
bed-sores. 

6.  The  practical  care  of  the  insane,  and  alcoholics. 
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7.  Bandaging,  making  bandages  and  rollers,  lining  of  splints. 

8.  The  preparing,  cooking,  and  serving  of  delicacies  for  the 
sick. 

They  will  also  be  given  instruction  in  the  best  practical  methods 
of  supplying  fresh  air,  warming  and  ventilating  sick-rooms  in  a 
proper  manner  ;  and  are  taught  to  take  care  of  rooms  and  wards  ; 
to  keep  all  utensils  perfectly  clean  and  disinfected  ;  to  make  ac- 
curate observations  and  reports  to  the  physicians  of  the  state  of 
the  secretions,  expectoration,  pulse,  skin,  appetite,  temperature  of 
the  body,  intelligence — as  delirium  or  stupor, — breathing,  sleep, 
condition  of  wounds,  eruptions,  formation  of  matter,  effect  of 
diet,  or  of  stimulants,  or  of  medicines  ;  and  to  learn  the  manage- 
ment of  convalescents. 

The  teaching  will  be  given  by  visiting  and  resident  physicians 
and  surgeons  at  the  bedsides  of  the  patients,  and  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, Assistant-Superintendent,  and  head  nurses.  Lectures, 
recitations,  and  demonstrations  will  take  place  from  time  to  time, 
and  examinations  at  stated  periods. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  ended,  the  nurses  thus 
trained  can  choose  their  own  field  of  labor,  whether  in  hospitals, 
in  private  families,  or  in  district  nursing  among  the  poor.  On 
leaving  the  school  they  will,  after  passing  the  final  examination, 
each  receive  a  diploma  signed  by  the  Examining  Board  and  by  a 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  Managers  of  the  school  wish  it  to  be  distinctly  understood 
that  they  do  not  guarantee  to  take  all  who  graduate  on  the 
Registry.

BELLEVUE  REGISTRY  FOR  NURSES. 


The  Managers  of  the  Training  School  have  established  a  Reg- 
istry for  their  graduates,  where  medical,  surgical,  and  obstetri- 
cal nurses,  and  those  competent  to  take  charge  of  nervous  and 
insane  patients,  can  be  obtained  by  applying  either  in  person, 
by  letter,  or  telegram,  to  the  office  of  the  Society,  426  East  26th 
Street. 

The  terms  for  the  registered  nurses  are,  for  obstetrical,  nervous, 
surgical  (major),  contagious,  and  men,  $25  per  week.  Insane,  and 
alcoholic  $30  per  week  or  $5  per  day. 

Infectious  and  contagious  cases  include  :  Scarlet  Fever, 
Measels,  Typhoid  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Erysipelas,  Septicaemia  and 
Puerperal  Fever. 

If  at  a  contagious  case  for  less  than  a  week,  $4.00  per  day  ; 
$21.00  per  week,  or,  $3.00  per  day  for  all  ordinary  cases,  includ- 
ing minor  surgery. 

No  extra  charge  is  to  be  made  for  attending  to  the  body  after 
death.    If  called  in  expressly  for  this  duty,  $5.00 

A  list  of  these  nurses  will  be  found  on  page  53. 

1.  The  fee  is  $10  a  year,  due  after  January  1st. 

2.  Nurses  are  to  keep  the  Superintendent  informed  of  their 
place  of  residence,  and  when  they  are  ready  for  a  call,  and  also 
when  they  have  accepted  a  case  either  obtained  from  the  office  or 
from  any  other  source. 

3.  Nurses,  while  in  attendance  in  the  sick-room,  are  to  wear 
the  uniforms,  consisting  of  a  cap,  apron,  and  dress  of  washing 
material,  unless  the  patient  or  family  object,  or  the  circumstances 
of  the  case  render  such  a  dress  inappropriate. 

4.  Nurses  are  to  report  to  the  office  when,  from  sickness  or 
any  other  cause,  they  are  obliged  to  leave  a  patient  who  still 
needs  the  services  of  a  nurse,  so  that  their  place  can  be  supplied 
as  soon  as  possible. 
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5.  It  is  the  duty  of  a  nurse  to  take  the  care  of  the  patient's 
room,  if  her  time  is  not  fully  occupied  by  the  patient  ;  and  also 
to  make  herself  acceptable  to  the  family. 

6.  Before  making  an  engagement  a  nurse  should  mention  her 
terms,  or  if  that  is  not  practicable,  then,  as  soon  after  as  con- 
venient, and  when  an  engagement  is  once  made,  she  should  con- 
sider herself  bound  to  keep  it,  and  not  be  induced  to  break  her 
word  in  order  to  please  a  patient  or  to  secure  a  more  advantageous 
position. 

In  making  obstetrical  engagements  it  is  urged  on  the  graduates 
to  be  most  particular  as  to  date  of  engagement  and  terms,  so  that 
there  be  no  misunderstanding  later. 

If  any  graduate  of  the  school  in  charge  of  a  case  has  proved 
unsatisfactory,  the  employer  is  requested  to  report  the  fact  to  the 
Superintendent. 

The  regulations  for  employers  are  the  same  as  those  generally 
used  in  registries  for  nurses  : 

1.  Travelling  expenses  and  washing  are  to  be  paid  by  the  em- 
ployers of  the  nurses,  unless  some  different  arrangement  has  been 
made  between  them. 

2.  A  meal  should  be  provided  for  a  nurse  when  she  is  required 
to  be  awake  all  night. 

3.  When  it  is  necessary  for  a  nurse  to  care  for  a  very  sick  per- 
son for  several  nights  in  succession,  she  should  be  allowed  not 
less  than  six  hours'  sleep  during  the  days. 

4.  When  taking  entire  charge  of  a  nervous  patient  night  and 
day,  though  a  nurse  may  not  lose  her  sleep,  it  is  better  for  both 
patient  and  nurse  that  she  have  some  time  for  exercise  in  the 
open  air  apart  from  the  patient. 

It  is  not  expedient  to  multiply  rules,  as  they  are  not  all  of 
general  application,  and  many  details  must  be  regulated  by  the 
circumstances  of  the  case.  We  only  ask  for  the  nurses  the  con- 
sideration and  kindness  due  to  those  who  contribute  so  much  to 
the  comfort  and  well-being  of  members  of  the  family.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Society  shall  be  known  by  its  incorporated  name  of  "  The 
Training  School  for  Nurses."  (Incorporated  February  5, 
1874-) 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  object  of  the  Society,  as  denned  by  its  charter,  is  "the 
election,  education,  training,  and  providing  of  suitable  persons 
as  nurses  for  the  sick." 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Society  shall  report  monthly  and  annually  in  writing  to 
the  "  New  York  County  Visiting  Committee  for  Bellevue  and 
Other  Public  Institutions,"  a  branch  of  the  State  Charities  Aid 
Association. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Honorary  Members,  Benefactors, 
Patrons,  Members,  and  Associate  Members. 

article  v. 

The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  annually 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  by  ballot,  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  from 
among  its  Members.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  an 
Officer,  a  successor  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  may  be  elected 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  by  ballot,  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  any 
Regular  or  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board,  two  weeks'  notice  hav- 
ing been  given  in  writing  to  the  members  by  the  President  or 
Secretary. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  Meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  shall  call  Special  Meetings  at  discretion,  or  upon 
the  written  request  of  three  Members.  The  President  shall  name 
the  Members  of  Standing  and  Special  Committees,  and  shall 
appoint,  annually,  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  gentlemen, 
Members  of  the  Society,  but  not  Members  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers, to  examine  and  report  upon  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  appertaining  to 
this  office. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  invest,  and  take  charge  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  make  written  Monthly  Reports  to 
the  Board  of  Managers,  of  the  condition  of  the  Treasury,  and  a 
written  Annual  Report  to  the  President,  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  x. 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  not  less 
than  eleven  Members.  Five  Members  of  this  Board  shall  be 
Members  of  the  New  York  County  Visiting  Committee  for  Belle- 
vue  and  Other  Public  Institutions.  The  Board  may  make  its  own 
By-Laws  and  fill  vacancies  in  its  own  body.  The  Board  may,  by 
a  two-thirds  vote,  remove  any  Member  for  cause.  It  shall  prepare 
the  Annual  Report,  and  submit  it  to  the  Society  for  approval  at 
the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall  hold  its  Annual  Meeting  just  pre- 
vious to  that  of  the  Society.  No  Member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  shall  receive  a  salary  or  any  compensation  for  services 
rendered.  Five  Members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
at  any  Meeting. 

The  absence  of  any  Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  from 
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Meetings  of  Committees  of  which  he  or  she  may  be  a  Member, 
for  a  consecutive  period  of  three  months,  without  giving  notice  to 
the  Secretary,  may  be  considered  by  the  President  as  equivalent 
to  a  resignation. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  control  the  management  of  the 
school,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  and  remove  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  school,  and  shall  determine  the  salaries  of  all  nurses 
and  subordinates. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  upon  Nominations,  composed  of 
the  President  and  three  Managers.  The  names  of  persons  eligible 
for  managers  of  this  Institution  shall  be  presented  to  this  Com- 
mittee, and  in  the  event  of  vacancy  in  the  Board,  this  Committee 
shall  report  and  recommend  the  party  or  parties  eligible  for  elec- 
tion. After  such  nominations  by  the  Committee,  one  month 
shall  elapse,  when  the  election  shall  take  place  by  ballot  at  any 
Meeting  at  which  two-thirds  of  the  Managers  are  present. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall,  with  the  Treasurer,  manage  the 
finances  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Honorary  Members  shall  be  chosen  only  for  important  service 
and  valuable  aid  rendered  to  the  school.  They  shall  be  exempted 
from  the  payment  of  all  dues.  They  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  elected  by  the  Society  at  its  Annual 
Meeting. 

ARTICLE  xv. 

Benefactors. — Any  person  who  shall  give  One  Thousand  Dol- 
lars at  one  time  to  this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privi- 
leges of  membership,  without  the  payment  of  annual  dues.  A 
Benefactor  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  two  pupils,  who,  upon 
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conforming  to  the  rules  for  admission,  shall  have  preference  over 
all  other  applicants  to  the  first  two  vacancies,  and  be  received 
and  trained  in  the  school. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

Patrons. — Any  person  who  shall  give  Five  Hundred  Dollars  at 
one  time  to  this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of 
membership,  without  the  payment  of  annual  dues.  A  Patron 
shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  o?ie pupil,  who,  upon  conforming 
to  the  rules  for  admission,  shall  have  a  preference  to  the  first 
vacancy,  and  be  received  and  trained  in  the  School. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Members  and  Associate  Members  must  be  nominated  in  writ- 
ing by  a  Member  or  Associate  Member  of  the  Society  ;  the  name 
of  the  Proposed  Member  and  Proposer  being  sent  to  the  Secre- 
tary, to  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 
If  elected,  and  upon  payment  of  Annual  dues,  he  or  she  shall 
become  a  Member  or  Associate  Member  of  the  Society.  The 
annual  dues  of  a  Member  shall  be  ten  dollars,  of  an  Associate 
Member  five  dollars,  payable  immediately  after  election,  and  sub- 
sequently in  January  of  each  year.  Members  shall  be  entitled 
to  two  votes  at  all  Regular  and  Special  Meetings  of  the  Society, 
and  the  Associate  Members  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Members  and  Associate  Members  may  at  any  time  commute 
all  annual  dues  for  life  by  the  payment  of  One  Hundred  Dollars, 
and  Fifty  Dollars,  respectively. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  January.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Society  shall  be 
the  calendar  year. 

ARTICLE  xx. 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Sub-Committee  must  be  in  accordance 
with  and  subordinate  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
The  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Managers  must  be  in  accordance 
with  and  subordinate  to  these  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  These 
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By-Laws  can  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  Members  of  the 
Society,  or  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  any  Regular 
or  Special  Meeting,  the  text  of  the  proposed  amendment  having 
been  sent  to  each  member  a  fortnight  previously  by  the  Secretary.
